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1. A meeting of Communist leaders and policve officials to discuss arrests - 
of opponents of the Groza government wes held in the Ministry of Interior 
on 10-11 July. Among those present were Teohary Georgescu, Communist 
Minister of Interior, who presided; Emil Bodnaras, Comaunist Under-Secre- 
tary of State for the Presidency of the Cowncil and heed of the SSI; Ana 
Pauker, Communist leader; Alexonder Nicolschi, Chief of the Sigurantze 
Detective Corps; Major Iorgu Popescu,of the Buchareet Court-Martial; 
Colonel Evulescu, Chief of the Army Information Service; Colonel Ion 
Alma jenu, who is known to direct comter-espionags operations against U.S. 
installations; Colonel Bercoescu, whose position Ls not known; and 
unidentified officers of the municipal police. Major Sergei ‘fironow and 
other Soviet officers likewise attended. The conference opened durin, the 
evening of 10 July and continued until seven the following morning. 


2. Teohary Georgescu made the following points in a short speech: 
a. By the end of July the Government would be “completely Communist". 


b. All Communist ministers must be heavily guarded on trips outside 
Bucharest, to protect tham against attempts at sasassination 


by National Peasants.
